FOREWORD 


This,  the  Lamp  of  1941,  is  presented  to  you  by 
the  eighteenth  annual  yearbook  staff,  in  the  hope 
that  it  is  a  complete  and  accurate  account  of  the 
noteworthy  events  which  have  occurred  during  our 
school  year  of  1 940-1 941.  It  is  our  wish  to  enable 
each  member  of  the  class  to  keep  alive  such  pleasant 
memories  as  are  those  of  every  Lasell  girl.

Tlie  Medical  Secretarial  and 
Secretarial  Courses 

The  medical  secretarial,  and  straight 
secretarial  courses  have  proved  to  be 
among  the  most  popular  of  all  those 
offered  at  Lasell.  The  reason  for  this  is 
easily  explained,  when  one  realizes  how 
thoroughly  the  girls  are  trained,  and  what 
a  demand  there  is  for  them  after  gradua- 


tion, when  they  must  think  seriously  of 
getting  a  job. 

A  girl  entering  the  secretarial  course  in 
her  junior  year  takes  the  following  sub- 
jects: English,  shorthand  i ,  typewriting  i, 
business  arithmetic,  and  an  elective. 

If  any  girl  should  find  it  difficult  to  keep 
up  with  the  rest  of  the  class,  a  special  class 
is  formed,  so  that  she  will  not  have  to 
progress  so  rapidly  that  she  loses  accuracy. 

The  medical  secretarial  course  includes 
most  of  the  subjects  required  in  the 
straight  secretarial  course,  plus  general 
chemistry,  anatomy,  physiology,  medical 
terminology,  medical  bacteriology,  and 
nutrition.  In  addition,  the  girls  have  many 
opportunities  to  gain  actual  experience. 

Lasell  girls  are  fortunate  in  having  such 
an  excellently  trained  staff  of  teachers. 

Mercliandisins 

The  purpose  of  the  merchandising 
course  is  to  give  students  a  well-rounded 
background  in  both  theory  and  practice 
for  work  in  department  stores.  A  carefully 
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planned  program  of  subjects  enables  each 
girl  to  become  familiar  with  all  the  prin- 
ciples of  retailing;  sociology;  psychology; 
color,  line  and  design;  with  various  kinds 
of  textile  materials  and  merchandise;  and 
even  business  arithmetic. 

This  year,  while  Miss  Hadcock  trained 
the  girls  in  the  methods  and  techniques  of 
retailing,  Mrs.  Hudson  opened  a  new 
world  of  design  and  color. 

Many  people  noticed  a  change  in  the 
appearance  oi  the  girls  with  their  introduc- 
tion to  facts  on  faces,  and  color  readings. 

Miss  Worcester,  in  her  textile  course, 
built  for  every  pupil  a  picture  of  textiles 
from  the  raw  fibers  to  the  finished  products. 

Every  merchandise  student  in  her  junior 
year  is  required  to  take  a  course  in  speak- 
ing, in  order  to  help  her  develop  poise,  and 
a  pleasant  speaking  voice. 

The  senior  merchandisers  have  an  op- 
portunity to  apply  their  accummulation 
of  facts,  by  selling  in  department  stores. 
Girls,  who  did  not  live  near  Boston,  and 
wished  to  live  at  home,  obtained  selling 
jobs  in  their  own  cities. 

Electives,  such  as  Spanish  are  considered

to  be  helpful  with  the  nation's  business 
interests  looking  as  they  are  to  South 
America.  Also,  courses  in  Home  Econ- 
omics are  useful  for  those  who  work  in  only 
household  departments. 

Merchandising  certificates  are  the  re- 
ward to  two  years  of  difficult  work.  Every 
girl  leaves  more  mature,  and  ready  to  step 
into  the  world  of  business.  Confident  they 
may  be  as  they  start  off,  with  rating  sheets 
in  their  purses  and  copies  of  the  Buyer's 
Manual  tucked  under  their  arms. 
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We  have  our  choice  of  four  foreign 
languages.  Mme.  Bailly  or  Mile.  Le  Royer 
patiently  try  to  improve  our  French.  Or, 
maybe  Senora  gives  us  a  fine  start  in 
Spanish.  Efficient  study  of  German  and 
Latin  are  encouraged. 

Under  competent  instruction,  Oral  Eng- 
lish and  Dramatic  Interpretation  are 
stressed. 

Mathematics  may  catch  some  of  us. 
In  which  case  our  problems  are  clarified. 

Science?  Yes,  many  choices:  biology, 
zoology,  physiology,  chemistry,  physics. 
We  may  take  one  of  these  each  year. 

Introduction  to  drama,  or  American 
Literature  or  English  Literature  requires 
much  outside  reading. 

Not  to  be  forgotten  are  the  social 
studies,  of  which  there  are  several;  his- 
tories, sociology  and  psychology. 

In  Liberal  Arts  there  are  many  things 
to  be  learned  and  woven  together.  But 
we  must  keep  at  our  work  so  that  we  are 
not  "ladies  of  leisure."

Immediately  you  may  say,  "Oh,  what 
a  cinch  course  that  must  be."  But  try  and 
cook  a  dinner  for  twelve  sometime,  or  do 
the  marketing  for  a  week  in  advance,  and 
you'll  change  your  mind.  It's  more  than 
possible  that  you  may  have  too  little  milk 
left,  or  too  few  eggs  for  the  popovers.  Oh 
yes,  we  all  found  that  it  was  difficult  to 
plan  correctly,  but  it  was  fun  as  well. 


In  several  cases  Miss  Worcester  taught 
four  out  of  five  of  the  subjects  which  some 
of  the  girls  took. 

After  receiving  background  training  in 
physiology,  microbiology,  applied  chem- 
istry, foods,  child  care,  and  dietetics,  we 
were  allowed  to  work  in  the  practice 
house,  P.  K.  Two  groups,  seven  girls  in 
a  group,  each  worked  in  P.  K.  for  seven 
weeks.  There  were  seven  jobs  one  each 
week  for  each  girl. 

The  sounds  from  the  kitchen  were  inter- 
esting when  a  big  dinner  was  being  served. 
The  housekeeper's  job  was  fine  except 
that  you  vacuum-cleaned  in  your  sleep. 
It  took  not  only  a  straight  cap  and  apron, 
but  a  straight  face  to  be  a  good  waitress. 

According  to  Ginny  Black,  being  break- 
fast cook  was  like  "being  in  another 
world."  The  luncheon  cook's  main  job  was 
to  get  everything  cooked  after  assembly. 
At  night,  if  you  didn't  mind  five  pots 
boiling  at  once  and  a  batch  of  rolls  rising 
in  the  oven,  being  dinner  cook  was  the 
most  fun.  Every  bit  of  it  was  fun,  though, 
and  an  experience  no  one  should  miss.

The  Lasell  Leaves  is  a  quarterly  magazine 
representing  the  best  literary  efforts  of  the 
school.  Meetings  with  Miss  Beatley,  faculty 
advisor,  and  the  three  editors  are  held 
every  week  to  plan  the  coming  issue.  The 
editors  decide  upon  a  cover,  snapshots 
and  cartoons,  articles  to  be  assigned  to 


other  students,  and  what  they  want  to 
write.  Seventeen  pages  are  allowed  each 
time  for  Miss  Potter's  "Personals,"  as  the 
Leaves  is  sent  to  all  alumnae.  New  material, 
as  it  is  received  and  read,  is  carefully  filed 
so  that  the  editors  know  exactly  how  much 
has  been  checked,  and  how  much  is  still 
outstanding.
